Your orator would further represent and show unto your hgnor 
that the said Joseph T. Alderson is a non-resident of the State of 
Virginia and has estate and property owing to him within the County 
of Lee within which this suit 1s hnstituted; that he is the owner of 
o one-half undivided interest in lot of real estate situated at 5t. 
Charles in Lee County, Virginia, consisting of a number of Town lots 
known as the Brooks addition to the Town of st. Charles, and being 
the seme lot of land that was purchased by the said S. S. Brooks 
ffom William R. Johnson and wife, and in which the said Joseph T. 
Alderson purchased a one-half undivieed interest. 

ssid §.§.Brooks is also the owner of a like interest in the 


said lots with the said Joseph T. Alderson, and your orators are now 





informed that the said S. S$. Brooks is now selling, or arranging to 
sell all of the said lots in which he is interested. Your orators 
are informed that the said S. S. Brooks is the principal debtor in 
fact on the said note with said Martha W. sarver and Joseph fT. Alider-— 
son as sureties. 

The object therefore of this suit is to attach the estate of 
the said Jospeh T. Alderson, a non-resddent, to secure the payment 
of the said money as aforesaid, and to obtain personal judgment

necessary to satisfy the payment of the said note, and that a person- 
al judgment be rendered against the said defendant for the said debt,
